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LDP could be back in melting 

pot - a/ter PXaxd research casts 
doubt on population estimates

CUTTING the num- 
ber of homes allocat¬ 
ed in the Vale under 
the Vale Council’s 
Local Development 
Plan (LDP) has not 
been ruled out - after 
Plaid Cymru 

unearthed statistics 
questioning popula¬ 
tion growth estimates 
put forward by the 
Welsh Government. 

The news will give 


fresh hope to communi¬ 
ties in Cowbridge, 
Llantwit Major, Barry, 
Penarth and Dinas 
Powys, where strong res¬ 
idents’ protests were trig¬ 
gered when the previous 
administration released 
its LDP. 

Since then, a number 
of pohticians and groups 
have queried whether the 


Vale needed around 
10,000 new homes to be 
built in the period from 
2006 to 2026. 

Plaid Cymru council¬ 
lors have called for the 
Vale Council’s LDP 
housing projections to be 
cut by 4,000 homes 
because they claim that 
Welsh Goverumeut pop- 
ulatiou estimates are 
uearly 40 per ceut iuaccu- 
rate. 

Arouud 10,000 homes 
were proposed iu the 
draft plau, based ou 
Welsh Goverumeut pro- 
jectious that the Vale’s 
populatiou would 

iucrease by almost 
20,000 betweeu 2006 aud 
2026. 

CENSUS DATA 

However, Plaid’s 
research, based ou the 
2011 ceusus, has fouud 
that, after five years 
(2006 to 2011), the Welsh 
Goverumeut projectious 
are almost 40 per ceut 
out, with the populatiou 
growiug by 3,000, rather 
thau au estimated 5,000. 

Plaid says that the pop¬ 
ulatiou of the Vale grew 
from 123,275 to 126,300 
betweeu 2006 aud 2011, 
wheu the 2006 estimate 
was 128,100. 

‘MEET NEED’ 

If this pattern were to 
coutiuue, theu the Vale’s 
populatiou iu 2026, at the 
eud of the LDP, will be 
about 135,600 rather thau 
143,600 - 8,000 fewer 
thau predicted. 

Plaid Cymru council¬ 
lor Ian Johnson said: 
“The LDP’s housing pro¬ 
jection should be con¬ 
cerned with meeting 
need, not driving the 
housing market. 

“Welsh Government 
population projections 
were nearly 40 per cent 
out over the last five 
years. Over the next 15 
years, that could meau a 
differeuce of arouud

8,000 people. That would 
make a huge differeuce to 
future plans. 

“Any re-assessment of 
the LDP must look at 
these figures aud chauge 
the housiug projectious. 

“It would be ridiculous 
to build 10,000 homes iu 
the Vale for ouly 9,000 
extra people. 

“What we require are 
houses to meet the need 
in Barry, and on a smaller 
level in all towns in the 
Vale so that young people 
and families can live 
where they grew up and 
not be priced out. 

EAMILIES 

“Housiug across the 
Vale should reflect real 
famihes aud uot just be 
executive housiug. 

“With thousauds of 
houses already giveu 
plauuiug permissiou ou 
browu-field sites, iuclud- 
iug more thau 2,000 iu 
Barry, there is almost uo 
reasou to build ou greeu- 
field locatious arouud the 
Vale, such as arouud 


Weycock Cross.” 

The Plaid Cymru 
group leader ou the Vale 
Couucil, Chris Frauks, 
added: “These are shock- 
lug figures which show 
how much we could be 
over-buildiug iu the Vale. 

“Iu additiou to lookiug 
agaiu at plauuiug permis¬ 
siou ou greeufield sites, 
we also shouldu’t be 
buildiug large uumbers of 
homes where there is 
ouly oue maiu road exit, 
such as the 400 houses iu 
Diuas Powys that will 
feed outo Cardiff Road. 
That will ouly lead to 
gridlock ou already busy 
roads. 

“It was made clear 
wheu Plaid Cymru coun¬ 
cillor Chris Williams and 
myself questioned the 
Vale Council recently 
that changing the housing 
numbers had not been 
considered. 

“That should uow be a 
matter of high priority.”

"More details are 
needed on new 
council tax levy" 


1 WRITE in reference to a GEM report 
(November 29) when the Leader of the 
Vale Council, Coun Neil Moore,was 
interviewed by Philip Irwin on the subject 
of the Community Infrastructre Levy 
(CIL). 

I am concerned by Coun Moore’s statement that 
revenue raised by the CIL will be put into a central 
pot, to spend in areas where the council thinks it is 
most needed. 

Could Coun Moore please elaborate just how 
and where the cash from this central pot should be 
spent? . 

• Would the CIL revenue be spent in areas 
where social housing developments are being 
built? 

• Would the CIL revenue be spent in areas where 
housing developments are not being built? 

• Will the central pot be used to fund non-infra¬ 
structure items, such as public art? 

Can Coun Moore advise if new social housing 
developments will be exempt from, or entitled to 
relief from CIL, and if entitled to relief, at what 
percentage? 

In addition, Coun Moore stated that an estimated 
£40 million could be raised over the 15-year period 
of the LDP and the expected CIL revenue could 
average £8,800 per house. 

Dividing £8,800 into £40 million equates to 
4,545 houses. Does this mean that the council has 
managed to reduce the LDP requirement from the 
10,000 houses originally estimated? 

Surely, by transferring CIL revenue to a central 
pot, the council would effectively be robbing Peter 
to pay Paul? 

The end result will be that private housing 
developments will have a reduced infrastructure, 
due to their CIL revenue being used to help fund 
social housing and its infrastructure.

The day that a 
Spitfire crashed 
at Llantrithyd 


Y our corre¬ 
spondent, 
Alun Reed, 
of Bridgend, is cor¬ 
rect in his recollec¬ 
tion of a Spitfire 
crash in 1942-43, 
but unless there 
was a second simi¬ 
lar crash, I can be 
more specific on 
location. ( ref Ts my 
Spitfire memory 
accurate?' - GEM 
letters, December 
20 , 2012 ). 

A Spitfire did crash 
in this period (exact 
date as yet unloiown) 
near the village of 
Llantrithyd. 

The crash site is just 
south of the village, and 
it was witnessed by a 
young schoolboy and 
his mother as they 
cycled to chapel. 

I met and interviewed 
this witness many years 
later when, as a retired 
chemical engineer, he 
recalled the incident and 
took me to the crash 
site. 

The earth at the site 
was so disturbed by the 
impact that it has a dif¬ 
ferent appearance to the 
rest of the large field 
where it is situated. 

Unfortunately, 
although he was first on 
the scene, the pilot was 
already dead in the 
smouldering wreckage. 

At first, it was 
thought this was a 


Czech flyer - Valentin 
Kubin - now buried in 
Merthyr Dyfan 
Cemetery (see my earli¬ 
er letters and articles 
concerning him). 

On further research, 
this proved not to be the 
case, as Valentin was a 
wireless operator/air 
gunner with a 
Czechoslovak bomber 
squadron of the RAL, 
who died six weeks 
before the end of World 
War Two, in Sully 
Hospital. 

It was a diversion, as 
I researched Valentin’s 
life and flying career. 

I have not yet probed 
the Llantrithyd crash, 
but rumour has it that 
the pilot was an 
Australian, having taken 
off in his plane after 
servicing at RAL St 
Athan. 

Whoever it was cir¬ 
cled many times before 
crashing, no doubt seek¬ 
ing a safe flat landing 
area away from houses. 

He did avoid houses, 
but the actual crash site 
is on a hillside, an 
upward slope. 

I will return to this 
crash investigation 
when I have time. 

This was, of course, 
not far from Crack Hill, 
as recalled by Mr Reed, 
but the situation 
described may be a dif¬ 
ferent crash altogether.

WIDELY-respected 
Cowbridge resi¬ 
dent, Michael 
(‘Mike’) Meredith, 
who died last year, 
was remembered 
recently at 

Tynyrheol Primary 
School in the Garw 
Valley, when a new 
award was present¬ 
ed in his honour. 

Mike had been a gov¬ 
ernor of the small school

''Michael loved to write, 
and so I suggested that 
the award should be 
associated with that.’’’’ 

The school decided 
on an award for creative 
writing and, just before 
it broke up for 
Christmas, Leo and 
Mike’s son, Giles, visit¬ 
ed the school for the first 
presentation of the Mike 
Meredith Memorial 
Shield - which was won 
by Teyah Jones. 

Leo Meredith said: “It 
was the first time Giles 
had visited the school, 
and he could see why 
Michael was so passion¬ 
ate about it. 

“I can remember tak¬ 
ing Michael to Cardiff 
when he was raising 
funds to get the school 
more computers. 

“Michael spent days in 


the library researching 
bodies that he could 
apply to for funding. 

“Giles and I plan to 
continue our association 
with the school. Michael 
and I used to bring 
things to sell at the 
school fair, and I will be 
going back to do so 
again.” 

Mr Martin Griffiths 
said: “Teyah Jones was 
the first winner of the 
Mike Meredith 

Memorial Shield, which 
is given to a pupil for 
high standards in cre¬ 
ative writing at our 
school. 

“Leo and Giles 
Meredith attended the 
assembly and watched 
Teyah receive the shield. 

“The assembly was 
followed by refresh¬ 
ments and a tour of the 
school, highlighting the 
very good standards of 
work in all the classes.” 

Mr Griffiths added: 
“Mr Meredith will be 
missed by all at 
Tynyrheol Primary 
School. 

“He was a governor at 
our school for over 15 
years and had been chair 
of governors for seven. 

“During that time, he 
made a huge contribu¬ 
tion to our school and 
had been a great support 
to me and all the staff 
and pupils. 

“He was also respon¬ 
sible for fundraising 
when we first had our 
computer suite, and 
helped in so many ways 
to make Tynyrheol the 
school it is today.” 

Mrs Meredith added: 
"Mr Grijfiths was keen 
to make this first award 
in 2012 - the year 
Michael died - and so it 
was held vary late in the 
year. 

“In future years, it 
will probably be award¬ 
ed in the summer.”

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Looking back at how local churches brought 
Christmas message to people of Cowbridge

CHURCHES in 
Cowbridge brought 
the Christmas mes¬ 
sage to young chil¬ 
dren in the area 
with some special 
‘crib services’ 
taken by Canon 
Derek Belcher, the 
Rector of 
Cowbridge. 

He told The GEM: 
“This was a time for 
family friends and 
neighbours to experi¬ 
ence the Christmas story 
so that the joy of 
Christmas may live in 
their hearts. 

“We also gave gifts to 
every child and, if pos¬ 
sible, to adults. Holy 
Cross and Ystradowen 
Church held their crib 
services on Christmas 
Eve, and for the first 
time, Llanblethian 
Church celebrated this 
on the last Sunday 
before Christmas. 

“The Llanblethian 
Crib service was the 
result of the community 
and church meeting 
together to make this 
happen. The service was 
followed by a chance to 
meet Santa at the Cross 
Inn. 

Posada tradition 

“Residents had con¬ 
tributed a present that 
could be given to the 
children, and the Santa 
outfit was kindly loaned 
by Y Bont Eaen 
School.” 

He continued: “I 
combined the celebra¬ 
tion of the Crib with the 
Mexican tradition of the 
Posada. 

“St Erancis construct¬ 
ed the first Christmas 
Crib in 1293 in the 
woods at Greccio, near 
Assisi, where he lived 
with his brother friars - 
a religious community 
who helped the poor and 
needy. 

“The manger was 
empty and surrounded 
by people dressed as 
Mary, Joseph, with the 
donkey and ox. Erancis 
wanted people to see 
these with their own 
eyes. 

“The friars and the 
men and women of the 
neighbourhood brought 
candles and torches. 
When all were gathered, 
Erancis sang the Gospel 
of Christmas Day, as 
part of the Midnight 
Mass. 

“Greccio became a 
new Bethlehem. At the 
end of the service, it is 
said that there appeared 
a vision of Jesus that 
filled the empty manger. 

“St Erancis’ idea of 
bringing Bethlehem into 
one’s own town spread 
quickly all over the 
Christian world, and 
soon there were 
Christmas cribs in 


churches and homes. 

“The Posada is where 
children with Mary and 
Joseph and the Donkey 
travel around the resi¬ 
dents of the local village 
and ask for room to stay. 

“Mary and Joseph are 
finally given lodging in 
a stable and so the Crib 
service unfolds. The fig¬ 
ures of the crib are 
placed around the 
church and move closer 
to the crib as Christmas 
day approaches. 

“During the Crib 
carol service, the chil¬ 
dren search out the vari¬ 
ous crib figures and 
place them in the crib 
and say what present of 
caring and love they 
will give to the family 
and friends. 

“It is also important 
to remember that Santa 
is the Christian Saint, St 
Nicholas, who showed 
God’s love by caring for 
children and families. 

“It is this inspiration 
that is at the basis of our 
understanding of Santa 
Claus. Crib, Posada and 
Santa all paint a picture 
of the love that is cen¬ 
tral to Christmas. 

“May God’s love sur¬ 
round you all in this 
New Year.”

Mari Lwyd y Bontfaen 


COWBRIDGE 
locals should be on 
the lookout for some 
strange happenings 
tomorrow (Friday, 
January 11) when 
‘Mari Lwyd’ makes 
its annual appear¬ 
ance around the 
town. 

The ‘Mari Lwyd’ is a 
mare’s skull, decorated 
with bells and ribbons, 
which was led from 
house to house in the 
depths of winter by 
gangs of revellers in a 
tradition dating back 
many centuries. 

The Celtic people’s 
reverence for the horse 
is well known and the 
mare’s visit to farming 
families was said to 
bring fertility to the land 
in the year to come. 

A white sheet 
attached to the skull is 
draped over the head 
and shoulders of the 
man who carries it, and 
a mechanism is usually 
rigged up allowing the 
jaw to be opened and 
closed to frighten the 
women and the chil¬ 
dren! 

The ‘Fan’ in 
Cowbridge , which 
nowadays visits pubs in 
the towns early in 
January, has coloured 
plastic eye sockets in 
front of flashing light 
bulbs to give an eerie 
effect! 

Traditionally, Mari 
was led by a man wear¬ 
ing a top hat or bowler. 


called the sergeant, and 
they were joined by a 
gang of men and some¬ 
times boys. 

Mari Imocked on the 
door of the farmhouse, 
and the men would sing: 

‘Wei, dyma ni’n 
dwad, gyfeillion dini- 
wad, 

i ofyn ’sgawn gannad 
i ganu’ 

(Well, here we come, 
innocent friends, to ask 
permission to sing) 

BARD BRIBED 

Inside the house, the 
family, and sometimes 
the local bard, who’d 
been bribed with beer to 
help out, would reply in 
verse. 

A sung dialogue 
would then ensue, in 
which the Fari would 
demand access and the 
family refuse, until no- 
one could invent any 
more verses. 

At this point, they 
would open the door 
and the group would be 
supplied with food and 
drink. 

Legend has it that on 
one occasion, both 
groups had such prolific 
poets that the bardic 
duel continued through 
the night, and the Mari 
didn’t effect entry until 
dawn! 

The custom existed in 
Cowbridge until the 
1930s ,with the verses 
by then sung in English. 

Mr Bill Lewis, who 
arranged the modem 
Mari’s antics in the 
town each year, told 


how he and other 
youngsters followed the 
revellers across the 
fields from farm to 
farm. 

He remembered one 
of the verses they sang 
which corresponds to 
one of the traditional 
Welsh verses: 

‘Through bushes and 
briars 

O ’er mountains and 
mires 

We wish you a happy 
new year’.

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Vale camp site owner on 
the attack over Vale 
Council toiuism project 


A VALE 
COUNCIL project 
aimed at generat¬ 
ing economic activ¬ 
ity in the rural Vale 
has been attacked 
by a camp site 
owner. 

Creative Rural 
Communities (CRC) is 
based in Cowbridge and 
oversees a range of proj¬ 
ects aimed at regenera¬ 
tion. 

The projects have 
ranged from refurbish¬ 
ing village halls to 
encouraging community 
gardens, and helping 
young entrepreneurs get 
new ideas off the 
ground. 

In the main, the funds 
that CRC uses for proj¬ 
ects come from the EU 
and the Welsh Assembly, 
but the group is run by 
the Vale Council. 

The row has broken 
out over the ‘Perfect 
Pitch’ project, a scheme 
run in 2012 to enable 
landowners to gauge the 
potential for opening 
campsites. 

In the end, five sites 
were operational and 
Mark Edwards, a camp 
site owner in 
Elemingston, insists that 


the project has not only 
been a waste of money - 
but it has also harmed 
existing camp site own¬ 
ers! 

In a press release just 
before Christmas, CRC 
stated that over £60,000 
of revenue was generat¬ 
ed from the project, and 
20 per cent of the 
campers said that they 
would not have visited 
the Vale if they had not 
seen the Perfect Pitch 
website. 

Mr Edwards of 
Happy Jake’s Touring 
Park, said: “What they 
are really saying then, is 
that of the numbers who 
stayed at these sites, 
they displaced 80 per 
cent from existing 
campsites in the area.” 

The £60,000 figure is 
the total money spent in 
the Vale by these visi¬ 
tors. Mr Edwards’ esti¬ 
mate is that campsite 
fees make up about 
£11,000 of that sum. 

He argues that redi¬ 
recting the visitors cost 
camp sites such as his 
around £8,500 - money 
that was much-needed 
during such a wet sum¬ 
mer and a time of reces¬ 
sion. 

He also pointed out

that he has invested 
around £160,000 in his 
Elemingston site over 
the last three years, with 
£100,000 spent on a 
shower block with dis¬ 
abled access. 

Mr Edwards contin¬ 
ued: “The costs involved 
in bringing the £12,000 
of new revenue to the 
Vale - 20 per cent of 
£60,000 - are huge. 

“The five landowners 
had grants of £2,500 
each, for a total of 
£12,500. 

“Blue road signs were 
erected all over the Vale, 
often encouraging visi¬ 
tors to drive past exist¬ 
ing sites such as mine. I 
would estimate the cost 
of that at around £3,000. 

“Perfect Pitch had a 
website, leaflets were 
produced using a profes¬ 
sional photographer, 
there were workshops 
where the chosen 
landowners were taken 
to west Wales, as well as 
the cost of staff time of 
CRC officers. 

“There was also the 
extra cost for the people 
who were pulled from 


their normal duties to 
attend workshops, 
including a Community 
Police Officer, a plan¬ 
ning officer, two tourist 
board officers, a health 
and safety officer and a 
waste disposal officer. 

“So, my estimate of 
the cost of bringing 
£12,000 new-spend to 
the Vale, is getting on for 
£50,000! 

“I would like to see 
CRC produce the actual¬ 
ly costings of funding 
this project for the pub¬ 
lic to see.” 

He continued: “CRC 
has shown little consid¬ 
eration, with no consul¬ 
tation with neighbours 
of these sites and the 
effects on them. 

“I believe the long¬ 
term effects on tourism 
in the Vale have been 
negative, as the CRC 
team stated they wanted 
to enhance the visitor 
experience, but how can 
being made to use plas¬ 
tic boxes for toilets be 
classed as a pleasant 
experience? 

“I suspect that of the 
20 per cent of new visi¬ 
tors who experienced 
this type of sub-standard 
facilities, most will 
never return again.” 


Mr Edwards said that 
no jobs would be created 
by the Perfect Pitch 
plan. 

He said: “How can 
taking revenue from 
existing businesses and 
spreading it to small 
sites that can be family 
run create jobs? 

“We were hoping to 
employ a full-time site 
manager and a part-time 
assistant for 2013, but 
have decided to shelve 
this until we can meas¬ 
ure the effect this project 
has had on our trade. 

“So, two jobs lost in 
the Vale.” 

Rob Thomas, the Vale 
Council’s director of 
development services, 
said: “The council is 
aware of the concerns of 
Mr Edwards, having 
corresponded on the 
issues that have been 
raised over several 
months. 

“While Mr Edward's 
concerns are appreciat¬ 
ed, the Perfect Pitch 
scheme was considered 
to be an entirely appro¬ 
priate method to intro¬ 
duce new camp sites in 
the rural Vale, thereby 
assisting to promote the 
Vale as a tourist and vis¬ 
itor destination.”

The Vale Council’s 
director of develop¬ 
ment services, Rob 
Thomas, said: “A dis¬ 
cussion on the number 
of new homes 
required in the Vale is 
premature, pending a 
consideration by the 
council on January 23 
as to whether work 
will commence on a 
replacement deposit 
plan.” 

Coun Lis Burnett, cab¬ 
inet member with 
responsibility for the 
LDP, appeared to be 
open to the possibility of 
a cut in the housing allo¬ 
cation. 

SUSTAINABLE 

She said: “The cabinet 
has made it clear that it 
wishes to see a replace¬ 
ment LDP produced for 
the Vale, and that the 
replacement plan will 
provide a sustainable 
framework for develop¬ 
ment in the Vale. 

“If the full council, on 
January 23, supports the 
cabinet in its desire to 
produce a replacement 
plan, there will be suffi¬ 
cient opportunity to 
review all relevant data 
and to assess the housing 
need for the Vale,. 

“I remain committed 
to reviewing all the data 
that was used to inform 
the deposit plan, as pro¬ 
duced by the last admin¬ 
istration.” 

It certainly appears to 


be a decision that is up to 
the Vale Council. 

A Welsh Government 
spokesperson said: “The 
Welsh Government does 
not dictate housing tar¬ 
gets to local authorities . 

“This is a matter for 
local authorities and 
communities to deter¬ 
mine, based on evidence. 

“Local authorities are 
required, by law, to have 
an up-to-date develop¬ 
ment plan, setting out 
their policies and propos¬ 
als for the development 
and use of land. 

“These plans must 
look 15 years ahead, and 
identify where different 
types of development, 
such as new jobs or 
homes, should be locat¬ 
ed. 

“Our statistical divi¬ 
sion issues trend-based 
population and housing 
projections so authorities 


can ensure that they are 
preparing for what new 
homes may be required 
over the 15 year period. 

“This is the starting 
point when preparing a 
plan, not necessarily the 
final figure. 

“All local authorities 
have access to the 
methodology and data 
enabling them to formu¬ 
late their own level of 
housing provision. 

“It is perfectly accept¬ 
able for each local 
authority to determine 
their own level of growth 
and this is happening 
across Wales, provided 
they have the evidence.” 

However, having con¬ 
vincing evidence could 
be crucial. The 
spokesperson continued: 
“It is the independent 
inspector who deter¬ 
mines whether a plan is 
sound and can be adopt¬ 


ed, not the Welsh 
Government. 

“Having a plan in 
place provides certainty 
for the local community 
and businesses, enabling 
local authorities to attract 
the infrastructure and 
investment needed to 
support their communi¬ 
ties.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
MP commented: 

“Naturally, I support any 
measure to reduce the 
housing target, but we 
need to remember that it 
was a Plaid Cymru hous¬ 
ing Minister who came 
out with the original for¬ 
mula. 

“I have long called for 
a smaller housing target 
and look to the Vale 
Council and the Welsh 
Government to respond 
to the demands of people 
from Barry and across 
the Vale.”

‘Good Samaritan’ comforted driver 
trapped in car on Colcot Road 

‘MYSTERY MAN’S 
HELP MEANT THE 
WORLD TO US...’ 


REPORT by TIM CHAPMAN 


A MOTORIST who 
was suspended in 
mid-air when his 
car flipped onto its 
side in Colcot 
Road, Barry, has 
thanked the ‘Good 
Samaritan’ who 
talked him through 
the agonising 
moments while he 
waited for the 
emergency services 
to arrive and cut 
him free. 

The drama unfolded 
on December 18, when 
Mr Michael Johnson 
set off from home in his 
Renault Clio for an 
appointment at the 
University Hospital of 
Wales - and ended 
with him suspended in 
mid-air by his seat belt. 

Mr Johnson (73) 
said: “I left home at 
9.45am and the inci¬ 
dent must have taken 
place at about 9.55am 
as I was going past 
Barry College. 

“I ended up with the 
car on its left hand side 
and me hanging in 
mid-air held in by my 
seat belt!” 

Mr Johnson can’t 
remember what caused 
the accident - he sus¬ 
tained a bang to the 


head - but no other 
vehicle was involved, 
and the police are tak¬ 
ing no action after wit¬ 
nesses confirmed there 
was no problem with 
the way the car was 
being driven. 

“I’d hit my head and 
couldn’t move my leg 
which was trapped. 

“I then heard a man 
say: ‘I can’t take you 
out until the medics 
arrive’. 

“He asked me what 
my name was and I 
said ‘Mike’. He said: 
‘Okay, Mike we can’t 
get you out straight¬ 
away, but I will stay 
with you until the 
emergency services 
arrive’. 

“I was talking to him 
with my eyes closed 
and didn’t see him, 
although he sounded 
young. 

“His level of care 
and concern was of 
great comfort at a diffi¬ 
cult time. 

“He kept talking to 
me and was very reas¬ 
suring - a true Good 
Samaritan.” 

Mr Johnson’s wife 
Jeanette, who was 
unwell that day and 


back at home, said that 
in retrospect the couple 
think the incident 
could have been far 
worse. 

“I felt he was lucky 
the car didn’t go up in 
flames.” 

Mr Johnson said: 
“I’d only filled up with 
£55 worth of petrol the 
previous day and don’t 
know much about com¬ 
bustion, but that 
thought did occur to 
me! The Fire Services 
cut me out and I didn’t 
suffer any pain apart 
from some pressure on 
my leg.” 

HOSPITAL DASH 

Mr Johnson was 
then rushed into the 
University Hospital of 
Wales for an entirely 
different purpose from 
the one he set out for. 

“I want to thank the 
Fire Service and the 
hospital staff at the 
Heath - everyone was 
great.” 

Meanwhile, an anx¬ 
ious Mrs Johnson was 
opening the door to a 
police officer. 

“For a moment it 
frightened me to death. 
Actually, the police¬ 
man was lovely and 
said Mike had been in 
an accident but was 
alright. 

“I phoned my 
daughter-in-law 
Tracey who was shop¬ 
ping in Barry and we 
went straight to the 
hospital. 

“He’d bitten his 
tongue and there was 


lots of blood. The hos¬ 
pital staff had to cut 
away my husband’s 
clothes and take x- 
rays.” 

IDENTITY 

Mr Johnson was 
shaken, had suffered 
concussion and an 
injury to his foot. In all 
other respects, he was 
unscathed. He was dis¬ 
charged late that 
evening. 

Mrs Johnson was 
amazed that his glasses 
remained undamaged 
during the whole 
episode. 

Mr Johnson is now 
recuperating in his 
house at The Knap 
with its inspiring views 
across the Bristol 
Channel to the 
Somerset coast. 

A former sales man¬ 
ager in the record 
industry, he is well 
known in Barry as the 
former owner of 
‘Records & Tapes’ 
which traded in King 
Square from 1973 to 
1987. People still stop 
him to have a nostalgic 
chat about their visits 
to the shop. 

Christmas was 
understandably low 
key for the couple, but 
Mr Johnson feels that 
bit by bit he is recover¬ 
ing. 

“I feel a little better 
each day, but my lucid¬ 
ity is a bit in question.” 

Mr and Mrs Johnson 
don’t know the identity 
of the mystery helper 
that day, but they want 
him to know that his act 
of kindness meant the 
world to them.

POLICE HUNT TWO MEN 
AFTER RESTAURANT RAID

which there were only 
two main protagonists, 
was supposedly hatched 
to kill the protestant King 
Charles II, and reinstate 
the Pope as head of the 
established church of 
Britain. 

The diarist, Samuel 
Pepys, at the time was 
the very influential naval 
administrator, responsi¬ 
ble for the finances of the 
Royal Navy, which was 
the largest employer in 
the country at the time. 

He was also a Tory 
member of Parliament at 
the time when he became 
unwittingly involved. 

False evidence was 
given against him by a 
reprobate, bribed by an 
unsavoury Army Colonel 
Scott, that Pepys was at 
the location of the mur¬ 
der of Judge Godrey, 
who had earlier found a 


supposed plotter inno¬ 
cent. Pepys and a fellow 
MP were sent to the 
Tower of London, where 
they languished in jail for 
some years. Numerous 
other people were sent to 
jail, and 16 men, suppos¬ 
edly plotters, were hung, 
drawn and quartered, 
none of whom would 
change their evidence, 
which would have impli¬ 
cated Pepys in the con¬ 
spiracy. 

The ancient rights of 
Habeas Corpus, whereby 
nobody must be kept in 
prison without charges, 
eventually came to their 
aid and the others were 
eventually released. 
Samuel Pepys was able 
to return to his position 
as Naval Administrator, 
before retiring. 

The speaker finished 
by querying whether we 


had really progressed 
very far, with supposed 
terrorists being held in 
prison these days without 
charges against them?

TALES FROM THE VALE... 


THESE two items, in 
what The GEM hopes 
will be a regular series, 
are taken from the book 
‘The Vale of 
Glamorgan, Scenes and 
Tales among the 
Welsh ’, and the 
explanatory notes are 
by Angharad Wynne. 

The observations 
were made in the early 
1800s by an anonymous 
Welshman, who was 
known to lawyers in 
Lincoln’s Inn, London. 

He was described as 
“a tall, solitary old gen¬ 
tleman who visited his 
native Vale of 
Glamorgan every long 
vacation”. His note¬ 
book was published in 
book form in 1839 after 
his death, and is still 
available. 

A WRECK 

ONE notebook entry 
recalls the Wrecking 
of the ‘Mary’ when 
she was driven ashore 
on the Glamorgan 
coast. 

The Bristol Channel, 
with its huge tidal range, 
can be dangerous water, 
and it was notoriously 
treacherous to navigate, 
due to rocks, sandbanks 
and Glamorgan’s 

renowned wreckers, who 
would lure unsuspecting 
ships with lanterns tied to 
sheep on the cliffs. This 
would mislead mariners 
to thinking the lights 
were those of other ships 
sailing in a channel or 
safe water nearer the 
land. 

The account relates 
how the author sees a 
group of people passing 
the window of his coastal 
cottage one morning dur¬ 
ing stormy weather. On 
enquiring where they are 
headed, he is told “A 
Wreck!”. He follows 
them to the beach. 

“What a sight it was! 
There was the poor ves¬ 
sel... beam-ends upon a 
reef of rocks.. .All along 
the beach were hundreds 
of people, watching for 
the things that the tide 
washed from the vessel... 
There were casks, boxes, 
lemons, oranges, spars 
and planks floating, like 
chopped leeks...upon the 
face of a dish of broth. ” 

He recalls a cask float¬ 
ing towards the shore and 


how a young man 
plunged into the waves 
for it, but was overcome 
by a large crashing wave. 
Then an athletic woman 
strode into the water after 
it, but as she stooped to 
collect the cask, another 
man pushed her headlong 
into the surge. 

There were some sur¬ 
vivors too; a man, cling¬ 
ing to the rigging, clutch¬ 
ing a dead child. He was 
rescued, brought to shore 
and taken by locals to a 
house not far off where 
“An old woman who was 
used to such matters, was 
had, to restore life by 
rubbing”. 

Graveyards along the 
coast testify to the 
treachery of these waters. 
The coastal churchyards 
of Wick, St Donats and 
others became the final 
resting place of sailors 
and shipwrecked passen¬ 
gers. Many of their 
gravestones survive to 
this day, as do tales of 
shipwrecks in the Vale. 

MARILWYD 

CERTAIN times during 
the year were tradition¬ 
ally dedicated to the 
cultivation of good fel¬ 
lowship. 

One such was the 
week or fortnight before 
Christmas, when labour¬ 
ers’ wives and poor 
women of Glamorgan 
would go about in groups 
from one farm house to 
the other, children and 
infants in tow, to collect 
donations of wheat or 
barley in small bags from 
the local yeomen and 
farmers. 

Twelfth Night also had 
its peculiar custom. 
During December, young 
men would prepare a 
Mary Lwyd or Mari 
Lwyd - a decorated 
horse’s skull, carried on a 
pole by a man hidden 
beneath a white sheet 
that forms the Mari 
Lwyd’s neck and body. 
The notebook describes 
how the young men 
coaxed ‘their sweet¬ 
hearts into a loan of the 
silken fillets, and 
rosettes, and other orna¬ 
ments which may be 
wanted’ to decorate the 
Mari Lwyd. 

On Twelfth Night, 
they would set off taking 
the Mari Lwyd from 
house to house. Outside 


each door in turn, the 
party would sing some 
introductory verses. 

Then came a battle of 
wits (known as pwnco) 
in which the people 
inside the door and the 
Mari party outside 
exchanged challenges 
and insults in rhyme. 

At the end of the battle 
the Mari party bounded 
in with her attendants. 
After dancing and feast¬ 
ing on cake and ale, the 
Mari Lwyd party depart¬ 
ed, offering a farewell 
verse outside the closed 
door, singing ‘thanks for 
their good cheer, and a 
prayer that prosperity 
and happiness, long life 
and health and a well 


stored cellar and plen¬ 
teous living, might long 
continue to be the lot of 
the hospitable dwellers 
under that roof. ’ 

The Mari Lwyd is 
enjoying a revival, and 
from Llantrisant to 
Llangynwyd. In a fact, 
the ‘Grey Mare’ will be 
visiting pubs in 
Cowbridge tomorrow, 
Friday, January 11.

T he only way 
it seemed to 
keep the 

boots clean while 
partaking in a good 
walk, was to visit 
Cardiff Bay - and 
the 16 walkers who 
joined Ann for the 
trip enjoyed both, 
with some sunshine 
thrown in. 

Pont y Werin led them 
across the River Ely- 
and beginning their cir¬ 
cumnavigation of 
Cardiff Bay passing 
newly- developed areas, 
the group made their 
way to the second river 
that feeds Cardiff Bay, 
the River Taff. 

From Clarence Road 
Embankment, the group 
crossed Hamadryad Park 
and into the Wetland 


Reserve, opened in 2002 
on land that was previ¬ 
ously a salt marsh, 
which (after the barrage 
was opened) compensat¬ 
ed for the fact the mud¬ 
flats were lost and 
attracts a huge assort¬ 
ment of birds. 

Then past St David’s 
Hotel with its sweeping 
sail-topped roof to reach 
the Mermaid Quay, 
which is endowed with 
bars, restaurants, shops 
and galleries. 

The past is represent¬ 
ed by the terracotta 
bricked Pierhead 
Building, built in 1897 
and designed by William 
Frame, whose mentor 
William Burgess refur¬ 
bished Castell Coch. 

In 1897, it was 
renamed the Cardiff 
Railway Company and a 
coat of arms bears their 
motto Ddwr a Than (by

fire and water) and it 
became the administra¬ 
tive office for the Port of 
Cardiff. 

Standing next door is 
the Senedd or National 
Assembly building, 
which has three floors 
and was opened by the 
Queen on St David’s 
Day 2006, with its mod¬ 
em glass fa 9 ade and tim¬ 
ber ceiling. 

Crossing the bridge 
above Roald Dahl Plass, 
the group reached the 
Norwegian church, 
where Dahl was baptised 
- constmcted to serve 
the Norwegian commu¬ 
nity from 1868 and is a 
real landmark as it is 
painted white. 

Nearby stands the 
Scott Memorial by 
Jonathan Williams, a 
mosaic in blue and 
white, with Scott 
ploughing south towards 
the pole and the faces of 
his four co-explorers ice¬ 
bound, and very 
poignant in the fact that 
Scott was beaten to the 
South Pole by Roald 
Amundsen a Norwegian. 

In 2002, between 
Queen Alexandra Dock 
and Penarth Head, the 
Cardiff Barrage was 
constructed to make a 
huge lake, where in June 
2008, the public were 
finally allowed access. 

Swiss artist Felice 
Varini was commis¬ 


sioned to produce a 
piece of public art and 
three yellow ellipses 
were painted onto the 
locks and gates of the 
barrage in perfect sym¬ 
metry, with professional 
climbers completing the 
more difficult parts. 

Making their way 
back through Penarth 
Marina with its collec¬ 
tion of boats all safely 
moored for the winter, 
the group returned to 
Cogan leisure centre by 
lunch time.

Aberogwm Farm, 
Llancarfan, died 
on December 30 
after a short ill¬ 
ness. 

The loving father of 
Evan and Helen 
Williams, Rhys will 
always be associated 
with Glanville Jones’s 
Norther, which he rode 
to success in several 
point-to-points, before 
the horse went on to 
win the Golden Miller 
Handicap Chase at 
Cheltenham and the 
1965 Welsh Grand 
National at Chepstow, 
with Terry 
Biddlecombe in the 
saddle. 

Rhys used to ride 
out on Norther every 
day for Cowbridge 
trainer Denzil Jenkins 
and on two occasions, 
when partnering 
Norther in point-to- 
points, he beat 
Snowdra Queen, which 
went on to win the 
United Hunts Chase at 


the Cheltenham 
National Hunt Festival 
in 1966. 

Ironically, the horse 
Snowdra Queen beat 
was Mr Worth, owned 
by St Athan’s Jack 
Thomas, and ridden by 
Castleton’s Bill Jones. 

Mike Thomas, who 
rode regularly against 
Rhys in point-to-points, 
said: 

“Rhys was not only 
a good jockey but also 
a good horseman.” 

Another good point- 
to-pointer Rhys was 
successful with was 
Trunks, on which he 
won a hunter chase at 
Warwick at very long 
odds. 

One of the last hors¬ 
es I can remember 
Rhys winning on was 
Arctic Lily, which I 
believe he bred him¬ 
self. 

Interment took place 
at Zoar Presbyterian 
Church on Tuesday 
(January 8).

‘Police spread 
too thin in Vale’ 


A BARRY council¬ 
lor is calling on the 
new Police 

Commissioner for 
south Wales to 
“commit more to 
neighbourhood 
policing”.

(Independent) has spo¬ 
ken with officers from 
South Wales Police who 
expressed concerns 
about cuts to frontline 
policing. 

“They say too much of 
their time is spent on 
form-filling, book-keep¬ 
ing and backroom work 
and not enough time on 
our streets,” he said. 

Coun Berlin has writ¬ 
ten to the new PCC, for 


South Wales, Alun 
Michael. 

“The number of neigh¬ 
bourhood police staff in 
the town of Barry has 
considerably reduced 
over a number of years to 
such an extent they 
would seriously struggle 
if there was a major inci¬ 
dent in the town. 

“It also means that as 
frontline police officers 
are so thinly spread, they 
have to go into other 
areas to support col¬ 
leagues, leaving their 
areas with skeleton staff. 
If Alun Michael was to 
bolster the response 
teams this would relieve 
the neighbourhood teams 
of their duties and allow 
them to operate more 
proactively.”

Erom there on, the 
film plays as an against- 
the-odds story, one given 
extra emotion and power 
by the fact that it is true, 
but also one that simply 
hits the checklist of cine¬ 
matic cliches. 

While the emotion 
never fails to be ramped 
up by the situation, the 
story doesn’t move in 
quite the same way, feel¬ 
ing all too one-note and 
straightforward. 

The peril is there, but 
there is never that ten¬ 
sion that things won’t 
work out in the end, no 
real drama or conflict; 
instead it plays as a 
heartbreaking, yet pat, 
tale. 


It isn’t helped by per¬ 
formances that feel tired 
and dull well before the 
disaster strikes; I don’t 
think I’ve ever seen 
Ewan McGregor or 
Naomi Watts so 
mediocre in a long time, 
with the young boys 
playing their sons, in 
particular Tom Holland, 
outshining the older per¬ 
formers with deft skill 
and aplomb. 

There is no question¬ 
ing that the true-life 
story which inspired The 
Impossible is an incredi¬ 
ble one, but it’s a shame 
that bringing it to the big 
screen has turned it into 
one that feels overly 
homogenised (and that’s 
without mentioning that 
the Spanish family this 
happened to have 
become blonde haired 
and blue-eyed in the 
film). 

Aside from JA 
Bayona’s strong direc¬ 
tion, The Impossible 
feels less like a triumph 
of human spirit and 
more like emotional 
manipulation. 

VERDICT: It may 
tug the heartstrings, but 
The Impossible would 
struggle to resonate 
without such emotional 
subject matter. While 
JA Bayona’s direction is 
strong, weak turns and a 
poor script take an unbe¬ 
lievable story and make 
it seem all too 
‘Hollywood-ised’. Poor.

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Conservatives query 
Carwyn’s plan to 
buy Cardiff Airport 


CONSERVATIVES 
in the Vale are con¬ 
tinuing to question 
Labour’s decision 
to consider buying 
Cardiff Airport. 

They are calling for 
more answers and 
increased transparency 
over the Welsh 
Government’s decision 
after the announcement 
was made during the 
Assembly’s Christmas 
recess period 

The Shadow Minister 
for Transport, Byron 
Davies AM, said: 
“Christmas may be over, 
but one present to every 
Welsh taxpayer - from 
every Welsh taxpayer - 
remains unexplained and 
uncosted. 

“The nationalisation 
of Cardiff Airport was a 
surprise to everyone but 
the Welsh Government, 
and that shroud of secre¬ 
cy continues to define 
the issue. 

“While finances must 
be studied, the airport 
buyers - essentially 
everyone in Wales - 
deserve answers.” 

He said that 
Conservatives had con¬ 
cerns over the accessi¬ 
bility of the airport, and 
that bus services pale in 
comparison to those at 
Bristol Airport. 

While buses run from 
Bristol city centre up to 
every 10 minutes and for 
24 hours a day, services 
from Cardiff are avail-

able every two hours 
during the day and 
hourly from Rhoose rail¬ 
way station. 

Similarly, just one 
train runs to Rhoose 
from Cardiff city centre 
every hour. This is in 
stark contrast to 
Birmingham where there 
are seven trains an hour 
between the airport and 
city centre, and 
Manchester - where 
trains run every 10 min¬ 
utes. 

Mr Davies continued: 
“In the current financial 
climate, and at a time 
when the NHS is facing 
record-breaking budget 
cuts, the casual acquisi¬ 
tion of an airport appears 
wasteful at best. 

“The tens of millions 
of pounds being spent on 
this acquisition could be 
spent on other projects - 
such as the A55 or the 
Newtown bypass - and a 
guarantee on value for 
public money is needed. 

“The First Minister 
must also commit to 
making the airport’s 
accounts fully available 
as soon as possible. 

“Be it health, educa¬ 
tion or the economy. 
Labour ministers stum¬ 
ble comically from one 
disaster to another. 

“There is no current 
reason to believe their 
ownership of Cardiff 


Airport will be anything 
but another financial 
calamity.” 

A Welsh Conservative 
debate on the issue was 
due to take place yester¬ 
day (Wednesday) in the 
Assembly. 

A Welsh Government 
spokesperson said: “As 
the Business Minister 
told Assembly members, 
it would be totally inap¬ 
propriate to release 
information that is com¬ 
mercial and in confi¬ 
dence, now the Welsh 
Government has entered 
into an exclusive 'due 
diligence" agreement 
with Cardiff Airport 
owners, TBI.” 

The Vale AM, Jane 
Hutt, said: “The Welsh 
Government’s agree¬ 
ment to progress 
towards the purchase of 
Cardiff Airport is great 
news for the airport, the 
Vale and the whole of 
Wales. 

“By taking the airport 
into public ownership, 
the Welsh Government 
can integrate it into its 
wider economic strategy 
and boost prospects for 
Welsh citizens, tourists, 
businesses and the avia¬ 
tion industry - particu¬ 
larly the British Airways 
Maintenance Centre. 

“It is also key to the St 
Athan and Cardiff 
Enterprise Zone, backed 
by the public and private 
sectors, with the 
prospect of jobs for local 
people,” she insisted. 


Welsh Government is 
^leaning towards focused 
regeneration approach^ 


THE chair of the Barry 
Regeneration Area 

Partnership Board, Conn Lis 
Burnett, has said reductions in 
funding for regeneration inti- 
tiatives in Wales are due to UK 
Government cuts. 

Barry faces a battle in the next few 
months to prolong its regeneration 
status beyond early 2014, and Coun 
Burnett, who attended a meeting 
arranged recently by Vale MP Alun 
Cairns on that issue, pointed out the 
Welsh Government was having to 
look at a more focused approach, 
because funding was contracting. 

Coun Burnett told The GEM: “I 
was happy to attend Alun Cairns’ 
recent meeting to discuss the current 
Welsh Government consultation on 
regeneration -‘Vibrant and Vital 
Places’. 

“As an area devolved to Wales, I 
was pleased that a local MP had 
shown an interest, even though at the 
meeting some misunderstandings 
became apparent. 

“Those misconceptions unfortu¬ 
nately reappeared in Mr Cairns’ arti¬ 
cle on December 20. 

“The current consultation is 
exploring how Wales should carry out 
regeneration activities in the future. 

“The reduction in funding is a 
direct result of the Tory-Liberal 
Democrat UK Government cuts, and 
so we have to restructure our regener¬ 
ation initiatives to make them more 
effective with less money. 

“Should we spread our funds ever 
thinner, so everyone has a slice, or 
focus it into a smaller number of areas 
where it can make the greatest differ¬ 
ence? 


“The Welsh Government appears 
to be leaning towards a focused 
approach at present.” 

Coun Burnett said that approach 
could be to the town’s advantage, but 
decision makers in Cardiff had to be 
persuaded that its case represented 
value for money. 

“We need to make sure the Welsh 
Government knows what we can do 
with their funds and just what a dif¬ 
ference we can make if they invest in 
us.” 

Coun Burnett stressed that the 
board had had regular meetings with 
the Minister concerned. 

“Huw Lewis, the Minister for 
regeneration, is no stranger to Barry 
and has visited twice in recent months 
- most recently for a full and frank 
discussion with the Barry 
Regeneration Board. 

“We will continue to have those 
discussions and continue to champion 
Barry and the rest of the Vale at every 
opportunity. 

“To retain regeneration area status 
for Barry, it will take more than 10 
people in a room on a wet and windy 
night... 

“It will take every one of us to play 
a part in creating the Barry of the 
future, and to persuade the Welsh 
Government to invest its scarce 
resources in us.”

Computer club learns that making 
predictions is a perilous business! 


YOU may have 
seen in the press a 
few predictions 
about what the 
future will bring: 
Some forecasters 
are bright and have 
good ideas, but as 


far as computing is 
concerned, there 
have been some 
spectacularly wide 
of the mark. 

In 1943, T J Watson, 
president of IBM was 
reputed to have said: “I 
think there is a world

market for maybe five 
computers.” 

At that time, the 
building of Colossus at 
Bletchley Park was 
highly secret and for 
years, computers were 
so costly as to need a 
national budget, and so 
large that people walked 
round inside them. 

In 1949, Jon von 
Neumann thought that 
the limit of what com¬ 
puters could do had been 
reached. Although he 
had developed the basic 
design of computers that 
is still in use today, he 
could not envision the 
possibilities. 

He had sense enough 
to note the possibility 
that he could look a bit 
silly in a few years time. 

In 1949, computers 
could weigh over 20 
tons. Popular Mechanics 
foresaw that this could 
be reduced, and suggest¬ 


ed that in future they 
would weigh well under 
two tons. They were 
right, but way out 
because some now fit 
into a small briefcase. 

In 1962, Dennis 
Gabor, who won the 
Nobel Prize for the 
invention of the holo¬ 
gram, recognised that 
the transmission of doc¬ 
uments by telephone 
was possible. However, 
he also thought that the 
process would be so 
expensive that it would 
never be a practical 
proposition. 

As late as 1977, the 
founder of the Digital 
Equipment Corporation 
(DEC) publicly thought: 
“There is no reason for 
any individual to have a 
computer in his home.” 
(What he thought about 
a woman owning one is 
not recorded.) 

When personal com¬ 


puters became available, 
no-one realised what 
they would be called on 
to do. When Bill Gates 
of Microsoft released his 
Disk Operating System 
(DOS), he thought that 
640kB of memory 
“should be enough for 
anyone.” Modest com¬ 
puters these days use 
about 10,000 times that 
amount. 

It might surprise you 
to learn that the most 
accurate prediction was 
one that wasn’t made at 
all: The transistor 

arrived to displace 
valves commercially in 
1956 and was incorpo¬ 
rated into computer 
chips. 

In 1965, Gordon 
Moore (founder of Intel) 
noticed that the number 
of transistors built into 
an integrated circuit on 
the chip had doubled 
about every two years. 


He merely mentioned 
the trend in a talk he 
gave. When it continued 
to hold true it became 
known as Moore’s Law. 

It has been predicted 
to reach its limit several 
times, but each time a 
new development has 
enabled it to hold true 
for over 50 years. 

It is currently expect¬ 
ed to hit the buffers 
around 2020, but seven 
years from now, who 
knows? It might contin¬ 
ue to hold true. IBM 
tech, people speculate 
that a supercomputer 
will eventually be 
reduced to the size of a 
sugar cube.

A BARRY councillor has called for a 
scrutiny committee to consider if dogs 
should be banned from entering all play 
areas across the Vale, in order to protect 
children. 

Independent Richard Bertin, who represents the 
Barry Court ward, requested that councillors consid¬ 
er the matter in the economy and environment scruti¬ 
ny committee. He said it was also being considered 
by other authorities across Wales., under the Clean 
Neighbourhoods and Environment Act 2005. He 
also wants the public to be asked if they are in favour 
of new dog control orders in play areas. 

Conn Bertin said: “If approved, this would cer¬ 
tainly protect children from harm in play areas and 
multi-use games areas. 

“I have been approached by members of the pub¬ 
lic about this matter, who are keen to see something 
done. If approved by both scrutiny and cabinet, this 
would make a real difference to the community.” 

The Vale Council has recently employed private 
enforcement officers from the XFOR Company to 
deal with environmental issues including dog foul¬ 
ing. It is said that further powers to ban dogs from 
play areas in the Vale would help the council with 
dog fouling prevention and make play areas safer for 
children.

Sampling 
delights that 
put Barry 
on the map 


LAD to get 
out on an 
overcast but 
dry morning, six 
walkers and dogs 
Bracken and 
Bronte joined their 
leaders Janet and 
John for a seasonal 
stroll around four 
very different 
Barry beaches. 

Reaching Cold Knap 
or ‘pebble beach’ the 
group walked the prome¬ 
nade to Watchtower Bay 
and descended to cross 
the Old Harbour to 
Barry Island. 

Because of lack of 
funding, it wasn’t until 
the railway was built in 
1896 that Barry Island 
became connected to the 
mainland. 

After the first dock 
basin was opened at the 
newly-created Barry 
Dock in 1889, followed 
by two more docks, 
Barry was put on the 
map as it became a very 
prosperous coal export¬ 
ing port and the town 
soon grew. 

During the late 1800s, 
Barry Island attracted 
thousands of visitors, 
many of which arrived 
by train with the alterna¬ 
tive being to use the 
Yellow Funnel Fleet of 
paddle steamers based in 
Cardiff, which later was 
taken over by the White 
Funnel Fleet of paddle 
steamers, owned by P & 
A Campbell from 
Bristol. 

Then, by the early 
1900s, came donkey 
rides, Punch and Judy 
shows and the addition 
of a promenade at 
Whitmore Bay - which 
had turnstiles charging 
one penny (later 
reduced, resulting in the 
promenade being nick¬ 
named the halfpenny 
prom!). 

Crossing the lovely 


sandy bay the town is 
Imown for, the group 
joined the Clements 
Colley walk around 
Nell’s Point, on which 
Butlins Holiday Camp 
once stood, to their last 
beach at Jackson’s Bay 
before talcing the cliff 
path uphill to the resi¬ 
dential part of Barry 
Island. 

From Clive Road, 
they were able to view 
the changing face of 
Barry Docks, now the 
expanding Waterfront 
and in the centre of the 
new developments, the 
old Dock Office stands 
proud. 

This impressive head 
office of the Barry Dock 
Railway Company, with 
its Portland stone dress¬ 
ings and domed clock 
tower, opened in 1900. 

Outside stands the 
statue of David Davies 
of Llandinam, the coal 
magnate who helped to 
found the successful rail¬ 
way and dock company 
which was built by the 
civil engineer, Thomas 
Andrew Walker. 

Crossing part of the 
Waterfront, the group 
entered Broad Street, so 
named because it was 
the widest street in Barry 
at the time, and made 
their way down to the 
Parade Gardens and 
back to Bron y Mor after 
a delightful morning 
walk. 

Wear suitable cloth¬ 
ing, preferably boots and 
carry waterproofs, food 
and drinks. Some degree 
of fitness is required and 
if you are in any doubt, 
then please contact the 
walk leader for advice.

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Citroen DS3 offers style, practicality and speed 


MOTORING with 
TIM SAUNDERS 


T hose are the 
three key 
qualities of 
the Citroen DS3 
Ultra Prestige that I 
am testing this 
week. 

The moment I clap 
eyes on the sleek white 
hatch with blacked out 
rear windows and 
detailed alloys, I know 
that we’re going to get 
on well. 

I can relate to the DS3 
because Citroen has 
taken the hatchback and 
added its own unique 
angle, much in the same 
way that I try to with my 
writing. No matter what 
you do in life, if you can 
stand out from the crowd 
for all the right reasons 
you’ll do well and that’s 
what Citroen specialises 
in. 

The French manufac¬ 
turer, so my wife, an 


experienced graphic 
designer and artist tells 
me, has taken the DS 
letters and created a 
unique logo, splashing it 
liberally throughout the 
vehicle. This distinctive 
emblem can be found in 
black across the roof 
while a chrome version 
can be found on the boot 
and bonnet. It is also 
used on the dashboard. 

Externally the DS3 is 
a very appealing pack¬ 
age and this is main¬ 
tained inside. It’s only 
available as a three-door, 
which is just as well as it 
would lose its charm if 
two extra ones were 
added. 

This range-topping 
model has a choice of 
two engines: a 1.6-litre 
petrol or a diesel. 

There’s a stark differ¬ 
ence in performance and 
economy figures for the 
pair. The petrol will hit 


60mph from standstill in 
about seven seconds and 
has a top speed of 
130mph. 

It will return 47mpg; 
so does the 1.4-litre VW 
Polo but that takes over 
four seconds longer to 
travel from 0-60mph. 

Diesel drivers are 
always most interested 
in economy so the 
74mpg is sure to please 
them while the 9.4secs 0 
to 60mph and llSmph 
top speed is more than 
adequate. 

As I slide into the 
superb leather seat that 
cossets in all the right 
places, the first thing 
that catches the eye is 
the two-tone black and 
cream leather dashboard. 

This is mirrored on 
the seats. The designers 
have really gone to town 
on the DS3 and the driv¬ 
er certainly feels they 
are driving a prestigious 


vehicle as the name sug¬ 
gests. 

There’s a traditional 
handbrake rather than 
any of this modem elec¬ 
tric nonsense and a very 
good six-speed manual 
gearbox. This is a proper 
driver’s car with some 
room in the rear, large 
enough at any rate to fit 
daughter Harriett in her 
cumbersome baby seat; 
although it is a bit of a 
stmggle to get it into the 
rear due to the front seat 
not going far enough 
forward. 

For a car of this size 
more should be made of 
the room inside. When 
there are rear passengers 
those in the front have to 
have their seats so far 
forward that it is uncom¬ 
fortable. The boot is 


only as large as my 
Fiesta’s while there is 
less room in the back for 
rear passengers. 

An annoying rattle 
develops during the 
course of the test, which 
my wife reckons comes 
from the stereo. 

But it’s loaded with 
goodies including cmise 
control. This is operated 
by a fixed stalk on the 
left of the steering 
wheel, which is a good 
idea so that it can be 
easily operated no matter 
how much the wheel is 
turned. 

This function is useful 
on a long motorway 
jaunt and it is reasonably 
reliable when travelling 
uphill maintaining speed 
within a few mph. But 
when travelling downhill 


it does not hold the set 
speed; a hindrance in a 
residential area with 
speed cameras. 

Other luxuries include 
air conditioning, electric 
windows and a good 
quality stereo. The black 
wing mirrors, which 
contrast beautifully 
against the white body¬ 
work, automatically fold 
when the car’s locked as 
you can see in the video 
at testdrives.biz. 

Its boot is large 
enough to fit the shop¬ 
ping or a briefcase and 
laptop bag. Twice I hit 
my head on the black 
parcel shelf, which 
merges into the black of 
the cold winter’s night. 

It seems to be just at the 
right spot to catch me as 
I bend down to grab my 
bags from the boot. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, write: “The 
Citroen DS3 is the first 


in a range of very differ¬ 
ent Citroen models that 
put the emphasis on 
style and personality, 
along with strong per¬ 
formance and driver 
appeal. Indeed, it has a 
lot going for it in the 
looks department: the 
sharkfin-shaped mid-pil¬ 
lar isn’t traditional - you 
might even call it quirky 
- and the overall shape 
is much slicker than the 
more sedate C3 on 
which it is based. The 
‘DS’ badge reflects 
Citroen’s glory days 
when it built armadillo¬ 
shaped super saloons 
with hydro-pneumatic 
suspension that wafted 
and wallowed with a 
sense of occasion that no 


other manufacturer could 
match. With its stylish 
looks and compact size, 
it’s easy to see why so 
many comparisons have 
been drawn with the 
popular Mini and Fiat 
500.” 

Verdict: An excellent 
driver’s car and those 
with short friends will 
have no complaints, 
especially if they have 
no need to get anything 
from the boot!
